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Discouraging Dairy Farming: 

How far the admission of oleo- 
iargarine is responsible for the 
wholesale slaughter of dairy cattle 
in Canada there is no means of 
telling. But the tendeney of in- 
troducing this butter substitute 
must be to drive farmers out of 
the dairy business. There is no 


cheap substitute for the cost of | 


feeding and taking eare of a dairy 
herd, and with this cost going up 
steadily and sharply the admis 
sion of a cheaper article which 
promises to very mueh restriet the 
butter market can have effect only 
iu one direction—that of inereas- 
ing the risks and lessening the at- 
tractiveness of dairy farming. 


National Service Should 
Be at Nation's Risk 

Farming, like other sorts of bus 
iness euterprise in which men en- 
is ordinarily earried on for 
personal, rather than social or na- 
tional, results. The farmer, like 
others, is impelled by the desire to 
living for himself and his 
rather than by any thought 
And, 


gaye, 


inake a 
family 
that he is feeding the world. 
like 
operations at his own risk and 
without any guarantee from the 
publie, as to profits or against 
‘nilure. Tf there is large enough 
demand for what he produces his 
opetations suceeed ; otherwise they 
fail, And whether they suceeed or 
fail he stands upon his own ae- 
count, asking no favors and carry- 
ing no peculiar publie responsibil- 
ity. War conditions have radical 
ly changed the recognized rela- 
tions between the farmer and the 
public. His operations are no long- 
er left to his own initiative. In 


the success of those operations oth- | 
ers have an even greater interest | 


than he has; because with a very 
moderate degree of success the 
farmer can make a living, but un 


less he produces a great surplus | 


over and above his own needs the 
world will hunger. He is, in the 
nost real sense, engaged in nation- 
al service—in world service, for 
that matter. Yet in Canada, while 
the resopsibility of the farmer to 
feed the nation and help feed the 
world is proclaimed unceasingly, 
the farmer has not been given the 
stots of a national servant and 
afforded any sort of guarantee 
from the nation that the opera- 
tions he is urged to take in behalf 
of the publie will not result disas- 
trously for himself. While 
farmer is told that it is his duty 
to his country and the world to 
produce the maximum of whieh 
his farm is capable, a limit is set 
to the price he may get for wheat, 
his help is drafted for the army, 
the eost of the machinery and sup 
plies he has to buy is going up 
continually, and there is no as- 
surance given him that if he obeys 
the eall to patriotic production in 
face of these conditions he will not 
suffer disaster through inability 
to get a retyrn proportioned to his 
outlay. The farmer, in other 
words, is asked to take all the risk 
for earrying on the national ser- 
viee to which he is called, This is 
not fair to the farmer, and be- 
cause it is not fair jo the farmer 
it cannot suceeed as a means of in 
creasing the production of food, 
As the nation demands the utmost 
production from the farmer, the 
vation should take over the re- 
sponsibility involved in meeting 
that demand, and assure the farm 
er that if he responds to the call 
he will get a fair return for his 
services. A Government-guaran- 
teed minimum price for every sort

What of England’s Food Supply? 

Premier Lloyd George announ- 
ces that sinkings by submarines 
fare decreasing, that the  sink- 
ings of submarines are increas- 
ing, that the undersea boats 
decreased Britain’s imports last 
year by only six per cent, and 
that ship-building is on the in- 
jerease. The danger of England 
being starved is not now upon the 
sea, but in the countries beyond 
the sea, where the food-stuffs for 
tngland are produced, What is 
being done in Canada to avert the 
danger of insufficient production 
doing what the pirates have failed 
to do? 


Why Mr. Hanna? 
Our high eest of iiving ecommis- 
sioner has issued another of his 
mystifying monthly statements, in 
which he reports that pork and 
heef and other staple foods are be- 
ing piled up in cold storage ware- 
houses at the usual surprising rate. 
Just how great is the accumula- 
tion of foodstuffs in Canada is re- 
vealed by a review of the state- 
ment issued by Mr. O'Connor in 
recent months, According to these 
statements there were in storage 
in Canada on August Ist last 
itwelve million pounds of butter, 
and on December Ist, thirteen mil- 
| lion pounds. There were in storage 
on August Ist thirteen million 
pounds of pork, and on December 
Ist twenty-one million pounds, 
There were in storage on August 
Ist six million pounds of beef, and 
on December Ist forty-eight mil 
lion pounds, There were on August 
Ist six hundred thousand pounds 
of mutton, and on December 1st 
four million pounds. In Mr. 0’Con 
nor’s statement for August Ist. 
comparison with the amount of 
foodstuffs in storage on August 
Ist, 1916, was made, and the state 
ment was plainly worded to con- 
vey the idea that the accumulation 
at the time seemed to be of sus- 
picious proportions. If that was 
the case four months ago, what 
conelusions are the publie to draw 
from the tremendous aecumula- 
tion that has oceurred since then, 
both as to the purpose of the ae- 
cumulators, and the vigilence of 
the food controller? The discon- 
certing feature of this accumula- 
tion is that while ordinarily the 
| price of a commodity goes down 
as the supply goes up, in Canada 
the price has gone up to unpreced- 
ented figures at a time when the 
supply was beyond all precedent, 
and that the further tremendous 
| inerease in supply has not brought 
about any notable reduction in 
prices. Another alarming feature 
is that the accumulation of beef in 
the cold storage warehouses in the 
last few months is partly due to the 
fact that dairy and breeding cattle 
have been slaughtered  whole- 
sale, This means searee and dear 
butter and milk, as well as beef, 
and for years to come, The herds 
which are being wired out now 
cannot be reproduced in one year, 
or two, or three, The supposition 
has been that the beef and bacon 
which the Canadian people were 
denying themselves were going to 
feed the armies and peoples of the 
Allies overseas. Mr. O’Connor’s fig- 
ures refute that supposition, and 
raise the uneasy questions of why 
this accumulation is being made, 
and why it is being assisted by de- 
mands upon the public to eat some 
thing else than meat. The reports 
convey a suggestion that these 
classes of goods are not only being 
made the subjeet of speculation, 
but that a movement is on foot to 
corner the meat supply of the 
nation for the purpose of holding 
up either the Allied peoples over- 
scas, or the people of Canada, or

nals. From day to day they are 
being ordered before the medical 
board in Edmonton for final ex 
amination, in many cases coming a 
distance of over 400 miles. 

The dispatch adds that the mili- 
authorities have appealed 
15,925 of these Montreal cases. 
The appeal is merely camouflage 
to give anti-Quebee shouters the 
excuse they want for keeping 
quiet, now that the purpose of the 
conseription act has been achiev- 


ed in the return of the Borden 
Goveriment. 

In the meantime the boys at 
the front are needing reinforee- 


ments as much as they did in May 
last, when immediate reinforce- 
ments of 100,000 men by conserip- 
tion were promised. By the way, 
the figures of the exemptions in 
the Toronto military district do 
not seem to have been given the 


same publicity as those of the 
Montreal district. Is it because 
they show the same disparity be- 


tween promise and. performance? 
Neither have they been given for 
the Province of Alberta. But of 
course the people of Alberta have 
no right to know how much more 
lightly the conscription act bears 
on Quebee or Ontario than on Al- 
berta.
